fubjeét. No circemftance can be more generally interefting, be- 


caufe every individual is deeply concerned init. The principles ” 


upon which it is founded are involved in no complex or abstract 
ideas, but evidently the objects of common fenfe, to which the 
underftanding of every ordinary man is equal, A letter ap- 
peared in your paper fome time fince under the fignature of A 
DysTANDER. ‘Ube author appears tu be a man of Jearning, but 
I cannot fubferibe to the inferences he draws on that fubjec. 
If the conduct of jurymen is to be influenced and controuled by 
the metaphyfical diftinétions of men of law, this inettimable pri- 
vilege ceafes to be of that importance in which we have hither- 
tu been taught to confider it. Bur that I may not obtiude my 
Own Opinions upon your readers, in preference to more refpect- 
able authority, I thall quote fome paffages, which will thew, 
that the conititution has wifely given a fanction to that jealouly 
which extends even to judges themfelves ** Laws,” fuys an 
elegant writer, 4* are intended not to trult to what men will do, 
** but ta guard again{t what they may do.’’ ; 

«© As the main oje& of the inflitation of the trial by 
*¢ jury,” obferves Moni. de Lolme on the Conftitution of En- 
gland, “ is to guard accufed perfons againft atl decifions what- 
“ever by men invefled with any permanent official authority, 
it is not on!y a fettled principle, that the opivion which the 
** judge delivers has no weight, but fuch as the, jury choofe to 
& give it; but their verdi@ muft befides comprehend the whole 
«* matter in trial, and decide as well upon the fact as upon the 
“point of law that may arife out of it; in other words, they 
“ mult pronounce both on the commiflion of a certain fact, and 
“© onthe reafon which makes fuch a fact to be contrary to law.” 
‘6 Juries are even fo uncontrollable in their verdict, fo appre- 
heafive has the conftitution been, left precautions to rettrain 
them in the exercife of their function, however fpecious ind ¢ 
beginning, might in the iffue be converted to the very de- 
{traction of the ends of that inftitution, thut it isa repeated 
principle, that a juror, in delivering his opivion, is to have no 
other rule but his opinion irfelf ; that is to fav, na other rule 
‘¢than the behef which refults to his mind froar the fies al- 
« ledved on both fides, from their probability, trom the credi- 
bility of the witacfies, and cven trom all face circumftances 
as he may have a private knowledpe of.” 
Lord Chief fuitice Hale exprefics himfelf on this fubjet, in 
the following terms, im bis Elitlory of wie Common Law of 
England, Chan. 12. 6 tt. 

“In this recets of the jury, they are to. confider their evi- 
6 dence 5 to weigh the credibility of the witnefies, and the force 
“© and cflicacy of tneir teftimonies ; whereim (as I before faid) 
« they are not precifely bound to the rales of the Civil Laws 
“viz. to have two wiineiles to prove every faa, tnlefs it be in 
© cafes of treafon; nerto rejeS ane witnefs, byeawfe hets fingle 5 
nor always to believe two witnefiesy if the probabiliry of the 
© fai does,upon ether cireumitances, reafonably encounter them; 
“< for the trial is not bere finply bv simmeilys; but by Pury: nay, 
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“¢ nothing be objcéted againft him, and may give their verdict 
** accordingly.’* : 

* When the Jury,”’ fays Coke, “ doubt of the law, and ing 
* tend to do that which is juft, they find the /pecéa/ matiex, and 
** the entry is, Et /uper tota materia petunt difcretionem)flis 
‘* ciariorum.”’ Init. 1V. p. At. Thefe words of Coke, we 
may obferve, confirm beyond .doubt the power of the jury to de; 
termine on the whole matter in tria’ ; a power which, ia all con- 
ftitutional views, is neceflary. 

But an open verilict, fays Blackfone, may be either general, 
guilty, or not guilty ;-or Special, ferting forth all the circam- 
{tances of the cafe, and .praying the judgment of the Court, 
Whether, for inftance, on the facts flated, it be murder, man- 
flaughter, or no crime at all? This is where they doubt the 
matter of law, and therefore chufe to leave it to the determina - 
tion of the Court ; though they have an unqueflionable right of 
determining upon all the circumftances, and finding a general 
verdict, if they think proper fo to hazard a breach of their 
oaths ; and, if their verdict be natorioufly wrong, ~ may . be 
punifhed, and the verdict fer afide by attaint at the fuit of ths 
King, but not at the fuit of the prifoner. But the practice 
heretofore in ufe, of fining, imprifoning, or otherwife punifhing 
jurors, merely at the difcretion of the Court, for finding their 
verdigt contrary to the dire@tion of the judge, was arbitrary, 
unconftirutional, and illegal, and is treated as fuch by Sic 
Thomas Smith, two hundred years ago, who acconnted ‘ fuch 
* doings to be very violent, tyrannical, arid contrary to the li- 
« ferty and cultom of the realm of England.” For, as Sir 
Matthew Hale well odferves, it would be a moft unhappy cafe 
for the judge himfelf, if the prifoner’s fate depended upon ins 
directions: unhappy alfo for the prifoner ; for, if the judge’s 
opinion mult rule the verdia, the trial by jary would be 
Commen. Qu. p. 354. Not to weary your readers 
by multiplying quotations, I thall clofe with Erfkine, whofe 
fingle authority might have been deemed fufficient, Init, 
p- 738 But no man’s life or fortune,” fays he, * ought to 
** depend upon too refined reafoning ;.and, if difcerning the 
‘* nature of crimes be-beyond the reach of juries, which are 
«* prefuined to confift of men of common underftanding ; how 
can our criminal law be accounted a rule by which every ar- 
‘ tificer and farmer ought to fquare his conduét ?? It cer- 
tainly is not deducible from any thing ftated by ** A By- 
‘6 sTANDER,’”” that the prator alone had oe ae of deter- 
mining on the point of law; and very learned men have held 
that the jery (judices) had full power of determining on both 
law and fact. ‘ It is remarkable enough,” fays a writer of 
eminence, ** that thofe who hare been molt difpofed to con- 
“* tract the power of juries, have made the Roman code, and 
‘* the opinion of foreign Civilians, their perpetaal theme, in op- 
** pofition to Magna Charta, the Bill of rights, and the free 
*¢ {pirit of our Saxon laws; and have profeiled to admire moft 
“« the laws and judges who flourithed in the decline of a great 
‘© empire, and are fuppofed to have contributed to its fall.’’ 

From the authorities I have quoted, I think it will prett 
plainly appear, that the privilege of juries to judge both of law 
and fact, is not, as A Bystanper bas rather too haftily affirmed, 
either ** a fond conceit, or a new-fangled notion of modern 
times,” bat a doétrine coeval with the conftitution, and the dar- 
ling topic of every great name who has wrote upon the fubjedt.

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A Gentleman in Dublin, who was lately looking over fome 
of his father’s papers, found the following chara@cr of Dean 
Swift in manofcripc : --[ was intimate with the Dean in the 
younger part of his life - our acquaintance continued to the end 
of it. 1 had a fricndthip for the man, and a fondnefs for his 
wit ; but ftill think, no author has given his character fairly. 

His wit was certainly unbounded$ ip his writings he had a 
natural propeality to humour ; but no man was ever more defi- 
cient in good humour. His imagination was quick, but not 
warm ; there was uncommon vivacity in his conceits, but they 
were, for the molt part, cynical and excentric In every thing 
he faid, and every thing he wrote, his price conftantly prepon- 
derated. He was nottontent to acquire admiration, but was 
arbitrary, and would command it. His fondnefs for fatire was 
fo prevalent a paflion, that no man who knew him could efcape 
it. The modett and the affaming were attacked with equal af- 
perity, though not fo much with a view to fhew the weaknefs 
of his friends, as to affert the fuperiority of his own talents. In 
correciing the ignorant, he was unmerciful; in cenfuring the 
works of his cotemporaries, he was ungenerous, and unkind. 
He expected every man fhould cenfult his humours, while he 
confulted no man’s in return. — If he was filent in company, he 
looked for their patience til! he fpoke ; if communicative, he laid 
claim to an undivided attention. His knowledge of men was 
general ; it was not, however, deep, nor perfect. “He was by 
nu means a matter of firft caufes, of original principles of action, 
but rather obferved the refult, and reported with an appearance 
of confammate judgment. His poetry, in the main, with all its 
beauties, is proftituted to the moft trifting fubjects, his politics 
were fa@tious in the extreme. He never could forgive the Mi- 
giltry who faperceded his friends, becaufe they were not equal- 
fy inclined to gratify his unbounded ambition : hence arofe his 
violent oppoficion to government, and all the rancorous effufions 
of a party fpirit, by which he inflamed the fpirits of the vulgar. 
He affected a contempt for the great, though no man was ever 
more gratified by their attention. His writings to his friends 
have an incomparable beauty of {tile ; but all his epitiles to peo- 
ple in a higher {phere were unnatural and laboured. From the 
whole furvey of the man, [am inclined to think, that, like 
Rembrand’s figures, he would have been loft in the fhadows of 
his chara¢ter, if the {trength of the light had not relieved him,
